All-expense tours to be planned on non-profit basis 
for members of the Association 


| ke addition to the many services which 
the State Teachers Association is trying 
to render to the teachers of Missouri, it is 
now venturing upon a new field with the 
announcement that it will offer a plan for 
all-expense travel to its members. The As- 
sociation does this because it realizes that 
one of the greatest educational agencies, as 
well as recreational, is travel. 

The Executive Committee at its Septem- 
ber meeting agreed upon two fundamental 
principles. The plan is being undertaken 
with the distinct understanding that it shall 
be non-profit not only so far as the Associa- 
tion is concerned, but also for those who 
administer it. It will be financially self- 
supporting and will involve no expense to 
the Association. Also a second important 
item is that the service offered to teachers 
thru all-expense tours shall be of the same 
high type as is found in tours offered by 
the best commercial companies. 

To administer the plan a Travel Com- 
mittee has been appointed consisting of G. 
H. Jamison, State Teachers College, Kirks- 
ville; Louese Phillips, Webster Groves, and 
Kenneth Kirchner, Stover. Mr. Jamison 
- will with the help of the committee work 
out the travel plans for a year or so. The 
committee will decide upon what tours to 
offer, the time and the main features to in- 
clude. The chairman has had very wide 
experience in this matter thru the opera- 
tion of many tours for the Teachers Col- 
lege of Kirksville to New Orleans, New 
York, Mexico, Alaska, and Chicago. 

Already plans are being made for a tour 
to the West during the summer, perhaps 
August, of 1948, and also to New Orleans 
for the 1948 Christmas holidays. If there 
should be a demand a tour of Mexico will 
be offered during the summer of 1948, and 
to Alaska in 1949, if boat space is available.

These 
teachers are not sending over any Mace- 
donian cry for help but we know that in 
their hearts they are anxiously looking to 
their fellow teachers in America. 

The National Education Association 
Executive Committee, at a recent meet- 
ing, came to the conclusion that some- 
thing must be done. 

It has been decided that an Overseas 
Teacher-Relief Fund is the most feasible 
plan of action. This plan has been devel- 
oped after consultation with officials of 
UNESCO, the Commission on Interna- 
tional Educational Reconstruction, and of 
operative relief agencies such as CARE 
and the American Red Cross. 

The plan is for local or community 
teacher associations in every community 
to take the lead immediately. Your asso- 
ciation or committee should transmit the 
funds collected locally to the Missouri 
State Teachers Association by one check 
wherever possible, made out to The Over- 
seas Teacher-Relief Fund. Every dollar 
received in this campaign will go to ac- 
tual relief. 

If, for any reason, you have not been 
reached through your local association 
and asked to do your part in this cam- 
paign, please consider this a_ personal 
challenge to you. If you have no local 
association see your local administrator at 
once urging him to appoint a committee 
for this special purpose. Action—and 
quick action—is needed. 

Let there be such a unanimous and

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Begin School Survey Hearings 


Proposals would change teacher certification, finan- 
cial apportionment method, reorganization procedure, 
and appoint the county superintendent 


HE findings of the Legislative School 

Survey, which has been in process dur- 
ing the past eight months, has been com- 
pleted. 

The Joint Educational Survey Commit- 
tee of the General Assembly and the Citi- 
zens’ Advisory Committee scheduled public 
hearings in Jefferson City, December 1 and 
2, for the purpose of receiving an expres- 
sion of public opinion upon the recom- 
mendations which the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee had made. 

The recommendations considered were 
approved by the Citizens’ Advisory Com- 
mittee at its meeting on November 17. 

It should be understood that the follow- 
ing recommendations are tentative and 
served the purpose of providing the basis 
for the hearings. 


Teacher Certification . 

In the field of teacher problems it was 
proposed that legislation be enacted that 
would impower the State Board of Educa- 
tion to adopt regulations governing certifi- 
cation and that sole certification authority 
be vested in the State Board of Education. 
Certification regulations were to require 
definite periodic attendance at school on 
the part of each teacher. 


Reorganization of School Districts 

It was suggested that a section of the 
Division of Public Schools be devoted to 
the problems of improvement of the schools 
through reorganization. Some duties of 
this section would be to formulate and de- 
fine an efficient school area and offer as- 
sistance to local school authorities. 

In order to implement reorganization at 
the county level and to provide local par- 
ticipation and approval it was suggested 
that a County Board of Education be es- 
tablished to be the county agency for lead- 
ership in public elementary and secondary 
education. It was recommended that the 
County Board of Education be selected by 
people of the county through their existing 
school directors. The annual budget of 
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this board would be shared by the county 
and the state. The duties of the County 
Board might include studying present 
school districts, planning improvements 
from time to time, submitting such sug- 
gested improvements for ratification by the 
voters of the affected districts and being 
the general agency for coordination be- 
tween schools except those districts in which 
there is maintained a high school with an 
average daily attendance of at least 250 
pupils. 

In order to promote the establishment 
of larger and more efficient rural school 
units special funds shall be provided to 
assist such enlarged units in meeting neces- 
sary building costs, and for a limited period, 
costs of operation, subject in each case to 
the approval of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, of the plan of the enlarged unit, the 
amount of the grant for building costs and 
the amount and duration of the grant for 
cost of operation. 

In the event that county school units are 
established it was recommended that spe- 
cial county funds also be made available to 
supplement state funds. 

A district which does not meet the 
standards established through the State 
Board of Education and the General As- 
sembly shall not participate in the distribu- 
tion of any state school funds. 


Selection of County Superintendent 

The County Board of Education would 
select the county superintendent of schools 
who would act as secretary and administra- 
tive officer of the board. The superintend- 
ent would be selected for a special term as 
deemed desirable. 

The qualifications of the county super- 
intendent would be those established by 
the State Board of Education for profes- 
sional school administration. 


Financing Schools 

In the area of school finance there was 
proposed three levels of apportionment of 
state school monies in addition to special 
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aids. The first level of apportionment 
would consist of $40 for each child in aver- 
age daily attendance during the preceding 
year. The second level of apportionment 
would provide funds for equalization guar- 
anteeing $1200 for each distributive unit 
of 25 pupils whether in elementary or high 
school. Any additional funds remaining 
for distribution are to be apportioned on 
the basis of average daily attendance. 

The first level of distribution would be 
made to all districts except those not op- 
erating a school. If at any time the amount 
of state funds is not adequate to meet in 
full both the first and second levels then 
payments would be made proportionately 
on each level. 

The equalization payments would be 
made only to those districts having the 
maximum tax levy possible under the Con- 
stitution without a vote of the people. 
Districts eligible for equalization would re- 
ceive the difference between $1200 per dis- 
tributive unit and the sum of the yield of 
a 65c district school tax, the county and 
township monies and the amount received 
from the public utility tax. Any equaliza- 
tion aid received would be in addition to 
money received on the first level of dis- 
tribution. 

School districts with average daily at- 
tendance from 15 to 24 inclusive, would 
share in the distribution of equalization 
funds in such proportion as the actual 
average daily attendance may be of 25. 
School districts with less than 15 pupils 
in average daily attendance shall share in 
equalization aid in such proportion as the 
actual averagé daily attendance may be of 
go, provided that on the recommendation 
of the State Board of Education of a docu- 
mented hardship case state aid up to the 
full equalization quota may be given to a 
district with less than 25 pupils in average 
daily attendance. 

Under the proposed plan of financing 
the schools, state aid for the transportation 
of school children two miles or more would 
be allowed on the basis of cost up to an 
amount not to exceed $5.00 a school month. 

It was recommended that every school 
district not maintaining a high school be 
made a member of an attendance area at- 
tached to some specific high school, and 
that the tuition cost of the secondary edu- 
cation of the students in the entire attend- 
ance area be assessed among all the at- 
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tached districts in proportion to assessed 
valuation for tax purposes. 

Another recommendation concerning 
school finances was that the state textbook 
funds, county and township funds and the 
distributable utility taxes be apportioned 
on the basis of average daily attendance. 
Under the present plan these funds are 
distributed on the basis of the number of 
children enumerated in each district. 

Under the proposed plan the attendance 
of pupils in kindergartens and junior col- 
leges between the ages of 5 and 21, would 
be considered in the distribution of state 
school funds in the same manner as other 
school attendance. 

Other proposals would require a school 
term of 180 days and would deny all state 
aid to any district which failed to meet 
standards to be established by the State 
Board of Education and the General As- 
sembly. 

A district which is not operating a school 
or schools shall participate in the distribu- 
tion of state public school funds only in 
case moneys received from a 65-cent tax 
and from all other sources are insufficient 
to pay tuition costs and transportation 
charges. In no case shall the distribution 
of state school funds to a district which is 
not operating a school or schools raise total 
district receipts to an amount greater than 
that required to pay such reasonable trans- 
portation charges as may be approved by 
the State Board of Education and tuition 
costs, which shall not exceed the per capita 
cost for the expense of school operation 
of the receiving district. 


Attendance Teacher 

It was recommended that there be em- 
ployed in each county an attendance teach- 
er who would be a member of the staff of 
the county superintendent of schools. The 
salary of this teacher and the necessary ex- 
penses of his work would be shared equally 
by the state and the county. 

The future of education in Missouri 
may be directly affected by the survey. 
Teachers and school administrators will 
be interested in the definite recommenda- 
tions which may be made at the conclusion 
of the hearings and the recommendations 
of the Joint Committee to the General As- 
sembly. The most significant thing is the 
legislation presented and passed by the 
General Assembly. 
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MISSOURI NEEDS 


An Athletic Accident Benefit Plan

yes purpose of an Athletic Benefit Plan 
is to aid schools and pupils and their 
parents in meeting the cost of injuries 
which may be received by pupils in regu- 
larly scheduled games or practices in sports 
approved by the State High School Athletic 
Association. 

Many states have athletic accident bene- 
fit plans which have been operating suc- 
cessfully for a number of years. In most 
cases where the plan is in operation on a 
state-wide basis, the State High School Ath- 
letic or Activity Association is the organiza- 
tion which has initiated the plan. The 
Wisconsin plan was inaugurated in 1930 
and is considered a model for other state 
plans. Kentucky started a state-wide plan 
In 1932. Kansas started a plan in 1938 and 
California inaugurated a plan in 1939. An 
Accident Benefit Fund, known as the New 
England Plan, has been in operation sev- 
eral years with schools of Connecticut, 
Maine, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, and Vermont as members of 
the organization. 


Missouri has no state-wide plan, al- 
though a number of Missouri schools have 
availed themselves of protection offered by 
an Illinois company which insured more 
than 500 schools in 19 states last year. 
This one company paid out in claims over 
$76,000 from 1936 to 1944. Some of the 
Missouri schools who have contracted in- 
dividually with various insurance compa- 
nies in the last few years are Blue Springs, 
Butler, Cabool, Central\ High School of 
St. Joseph, Columbia, Dexter, Platte City, 
Jefferson City, Savannah and Springfield. 


The cost of the coverage is, of course, 
considerably more when a school contracts 
with an insurance company as an individ- 
ual school when there is no opportunity 
to participate in a benefit plan as a mem- 
ber of a state association. A comparison of 
the premiums of one insurance company 
with the Wisconsin plan reveals that where- 
as the insurance company lists a premium 
of more than $4.00 for coverage of a stu- 
dent in all interscholastic sports, equal ben- 
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efits with a broader schedule may be ob- 
tained with the Wisconsin Interscholastic 
Athletic Association for one dollar for all 
sports. It should be pointed out, however, 
that very few states have a premium rate 
as low as the Wisconsin rate. It should 
also be noted in reviewing the Wisconsin 
plan that since 1930, continued effort has 
been made to extend benefits and broaden 
schedules. 

The extent to which benefits have been 
extended and schedules have been broad- 
ened is amazing, since full coverage for all 
pupils attending public schools in Wiscon- 
sin is now available at a very low cost. In 
addition to the coverage for all pupils en- 
rolled in the public schools, the Wisconsin 
plan also provides coverage during the 
summer months if the member school spon- 
sors participation in such interscholastic 
activities as baseball, softball, golf, swim- 
ming and tennis. During 1946-47, 124,859 
were enrolled in the pupil coverage plan at 
a cost of fifteen cents per pupil. This fee 
covered all injuries occurring during the 
school day including those incurred in 
physical education classes and in all activity 
other than athletic competition between 
schools. 

As shown in Table I, all state associa- 
tions sponsoring benefit plans usually list 
two fees or premiums; one for football or 
football and all other sports and another 
fee for all sports except football.

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The sccdule of maximum indemnities 
or benefits for injuries which may be paid 
vary somewhat from state to state. For a 
fractured leg below the knee, the Kansas 
benefit is $75.00; the Wisconsin benefit 
$40.00; and the Kentucky benefit $40.00. 
For a fractured arm below the elbow, the 
Kansas payment is $60.00; the Wisconsin 
payment $30.00; and the Kentucky pay- 
ment $35.00. The California and New Eng- 
land payments are approximately the same 
as the Kansas, Wisconsin and Kentucky 
benefits. 


In the payment of the Accident Benefit 
Premium, one of three plans is usually fol- 
lowed in the local school. In some schools, 
the school or athletic association pays the 
entire premium. In other schools, pupils 
or the parents are expected to pay the total 
fee or premium. One of the most common 
plans, however, calls for one-half of the fee 
to be paid by the pupil and one-half of the 
fee to be paid by the school. In Idaho, a 
small percentage of the basketball tourna- 
ment receipts of state sponsored basketball 
tournaments is allocated to the benefit plan 
to defray part of the costs or the fee of en- 
rollment. In Washington, the State High 


School Athletic Association pays fifty per 
cent of the enrollment fee. 

A vast majority of the high schools in 
Missouri have no type of benefit plan for 
those pupils who are members of interscho- 
lastic teams. In the communities which do 
not have benefit plans, the school or the 
parents bear the expense of medical care 
for injuries incurred in athletic contests. 
In many communities, the local physician 
is called upon to donate his services for the 
treatment of injured athletes. 

The writer believes that each school that 
sponsors an interscholastic athletic pro- 
gram is obligated to bear the expense for 
the treatment of injuries or to provide 
some plan for the payment of medical serv- 
ices rendered by local physicians. It is also 
believed that in order to reduce the cost of 
obtaining coverage to the individual school 
and to pupils and to give maximum bene- 
fit and protection to participants, a benefit 
plan should be established on a state-wide 
basis. It is also the opinion of the writer 
that a by-law should be added to the exist- 
ing by-laws of the Missouri State High 
School Athletic Association making cover- 
age a prerequisite for eligibility in inter- 
scholastic athletic contests.

SCHOLARSHIPS FOR TEACHERS 


The board of managers of the Missouri Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers at its post-con- 
vention meeting voted to grant next year, five 
scholarships of $300 each for teacher education, 
and five short term scholarships of $100 each to 
students of junior college education or to teach- 
ers who wish a refresher course in the field of 
education. 


The scholarships are to be an outright gift 
provided the recipient teaches in the public - 
elementary schools of Missouri one year for each 
year the scholarship is granted. Otherwise the 
scholarship will be considered a loan. 


The scholarship will be administered by the 
board of trustees of the Caroline B. Ullman 
Student Loan Fund of which Mrs. True Davis of 
St. Joseph is chairman. Write Mrs. Davis for 
further information. 
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RECOMMENDED 
Minimum Plan for Leaves of Absence 


The Missouri State Teachers Association, through its Policy and Plans Com- 
mittee, recommends to school districts the following minimum plan for teachers 
leaves of absence: 


The board of education or board of directors will, under normal conditions, 
grant to each regular full-time teacher, holding a bachelor’s degree, four and one- 
half months paid leave of absence for each seven years of service in the local 
school, with the following provisions: 


1. Paid leave will be granted for advanced study in a recognized graduate 
school, and the studies pursued shall lead generally toward an advanced degree 
and shall be designed to strengthen the teacher's effectiveness in his teaching 
duties. 


2. While on leave the teacher shall carry at least the minimum amount of 
work which the college considers a full program of study. 


g. In order to be eligible for a leave of absence the teacher must be legally 
certified to teach in Missouri and must be under contract with the local school. 


4. Paid leave of absence shall be cumulative not to exceed nine months. 


5. While on leave the teacher shall be paid one-third of his regular salary 
and shall be paid monthly. During each of the first two years following the 
teacher's return to the local school after the leave of absence he shall be paid, in 
addition to his regular salary, one-sixth of the regular salary for the time spent 
on leave; provided that if the teacher does not return to the local school after the 
leave he shall be entitled to no pay beyond the one-third salary drawn while on 
leave, and if he remains in the local school less than two years after the leave of 
absence his leave pay, beyond his one-third, shall be proportionate to the time 
spent in the local school after the leave. 


6. After a leave of absence the teacher shall be entitled to return to the same 
position, an equivalent position, or a better position in the local school. 


7. For the purpose of determining the teacher's position on salary, and 
sick leave schedules the time spent on paid leave shall be considered the same 
as if the teacher had performed his regular teaching duties. 


8. Leaves of absence may be granted for research and for educative travel, 
at the board’s discretion.

ALABAMA PUTS SCHOOLS FIRST 

By a huge majority, the voters of Alabama 
approved an amendment to the constitution 
which assigns all income tax proceeds, with the 
exception of approximately $1,500,000 to teach- 
ers salaries. This adds about $7,000,000 to the 
salary fund for the coming year. In addition, 
the amendment wiped out two state debts with 
money from income tax surplus and assigned 
about $10,000,000 for school buildings. 

The vote, 54,000 to 19,000, was one of the 
most decisive in the state’s history, in spite of 
the opposition of old age pension groups and of 
Governor James Folsom.

BRENTWOOD SALARY TOP $3900 
FOR MASTER’S DEGREE 

The Brentwood board of education recently 
adopted a new salary schedule which represents 
the efforts of a committee composed of repre- 
sentation from the teachers, administration and 
the board of education according to Superin- 
tendent B. George Saltzman. 

Single Salary Schedule 

In constructing the salary schedule a sincere 
attempt was made to set up provisions which 
would attract and keep professional persons. 
Sex discrimination has been eliminated. No dis- 
tinction is made between the different grade 
levels of work. Recognizing that in some in- 
stances that the teacher load cannot be properly 
balanced, a provision has been incorporated 
granting extra pay for extra work. Sabbatical 
leave is considered a right to which the teacher 
is entitled under certain circumstances. While 
these provisions are important, those that have 
the greatest appeal are the ones which recognize 
the necessity of paying teachers an adequate re- 
turn for services rendered. 

The beginning salary, after two years of ex- 
periente, is $2200 for teachers with a Bachelor's 
Degree. After serving for a period of eleven 
years a maximum of $3700 may be reached. 
Those teachers having a Master’s Degree and 
two years of experience will receive a minimum 
salary of $2400 and a maximum, after the expira- 
tion of eleven years, of $3900. Annual incre- 
ments for the first three years are $200 after 
which they are reduced to $150 for four years 
and finally to $100 for the remaining three years 
of the eleven year span. In order to follow the 
new salary schedule, the teacher pay roll was 
increased approximately 20% this year. 

Credit With Pay 

Teachers, administrators and board members 
are fully agreed that school problems should be 
aggressively attacked in an organized fashion. 
Acting upon this agreement, plans have been 
made whereby school problems may be studied 
during the current school year or during sum- 
mer months through the media of workshop pro- 
cedures and extension classes for which the 
board of education will subsidize the teacher to 
the extent of $12.50 per semester hour credit. 
In-service teacher education was thought to be 
a very vital part of thé salary schedule. 

Sick Leave 

The board of education believes that the mat- 
ter of health is an important factor of any salary 
schedule. All teachers, and all school employees, 
are “allowed sick leave at the rate of one school 
day per teaching month until a maximum of 
four teaching months have been accumulated.” 
Sick leave is granted for the reasons recom- 
mended by the Missouri State Teachers Asso- 
ciation.
